The airliner, with three of its 
four engines dead, came down In 
the gale-whipped waters shortly 
before midnight while carrying 68 
U.S. servicemen with women and 
children dependents and a crew 
of eight from McGuire Air Force 
Base, N. J., to Frankfurt Ger 
many. 


First Successful Ditching 


It was the first airliner to ditch 
successfully in the Atlantic in 15 
years. The plane’s pilot, 44-year 
old CapL John D. Murray, of 
Oyster Bay, N Y., was among the 
survivors, a U. C. Air Force 
spokesman said. 


The Swiss freighter Celerina, 
plodding eastward with a cargo 
of corn, suddenly found itself in 
the center of a massive mercy 
mission when the chartered Amer- 
can airliner ditched not far from 
the ship’s course. 


Freighter Capt. Dino Domenico 
Lugli and his crew plucked 51 
persons from four rafts rolling on 
waves IO to 12 feet high. Forty 
nine of them were alive.

Bill OKd To 
Hike Postal 
Rates, Wages 


WASHINGTON 
UPI) - T h e 
Senate Post Office Committee to­ 
day approved a bill coupling an 
across-the-board increase in post­ 
al rates with a billion-dollar pay 
raise for 1.5 million government 
workers. 
The measure would boost the 
cost of mailing a first class letter 
from four to five cents and air­ 
mail from seven to eight cents. 
Mailing rates on newspapers and 
magazines also would go up. 
The bill would produce an esti­ 
mated $603 million a year in new 
revenue and help overcome the 
chronic Post Office Department 
deficit. 
In a last-minute action, th e 
committee scrapped an amend­ 
ment to bar Communist political 
propaganda from the first, second 
and third class mails. 
The committee voted instead to 
direct the Customs Bureau to 
screen Communist-origin mail be­ 
fore it is delivered. Intended re­ 
cipients would have to ask for its 
delivery. 
This procedure was in effect un­ 
der the administrations of Presi­ 
dents 
Harry 
S. 
Truman 
and 
Dwight D. Eisenhower but was 
lifted by President Kennedy in 
March, 1961. 
Chairman Olin D. Johnston, D- 
S.C., said the panel voted unani­ 
mously to clear the bill for Sen­ 
ate action. 
Sens. Joseph S. Clark, D-Pa., 
Jennings Randolph, D-W.Va., and 
Ralph Yarborough, D-Tex., voted 
against reinstituting the Commu­ 
nist mail proviso.
